Forget, Lieutenant Governor of the said Territories, dated the 14th day 
of March, 1901, and the House having met, His Honour entered the 
House and having taken His seat upon the Throne was pleased to open 
the Session with the following Speech— 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY— 


In welcoming you to the Third Session of the Fourth Legislative 
Assembly, I rejoice to record the present era of prosperity throughout 
these Territories and the favourable prospects to be noted everywhere 
for the future welfare of our people. 

Since our last meeting the civilised world has joined in mourning 
the death of our late Sovereign, Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, under whose long, wise, and beneficent rule the British Empire has 
made unprecedented advancement. Nowhere has her noble example in 
all the relations of life been more sincerely admired or her death more 
deeply regretted than in the North-West Territories. 

You will, I am sure, desire to express in fitting terms at the earliest 
opportunity the grief of those whom you represent at the death of the 
Great Queen, their deep sympathy, with the Royal Family in its great 
affliction and their devoted loyalty to our new Sovereign King Ldward 
VIL, , 
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In common with the rest of Canada you must be gratified at the 
splendid service done on behalf of the Empire by our fellow citizens in 
South Africa. That some of those who volunteered their services have 
lost their lives must be a cause of the deepest sorrow and I am sure that 
you will join me in expressing the greatest sympathy for the relatives 
and friends of those who have failen, as well as the heartiest welcome to 
those who have returned. 

The memorial which, at your last session, you addressed to the Gov- 
ernor General in Council respecting the constitutional] and financial posi- 
tion of the Territories was duly forwarded by me to His Excellency, and 
I will have such correspondence as bears upon the subject laid before you. 

Representations have been made to the Dominion Government re- 
specting the necessity existing for further provision being made to meet 
the present inadequacy of the revenue. Parliament has not, as yet, given 
any indication as to its intentions in the matter and I am, therefore, un- 
able to inform you of the reception given to the requests of my Govern- 
ment, the nature of which you will be made conversant with in due 
course. 

In addressing you on the occasion of your last meeting I referred to 
cs “ the great disproportion existing between the means at command and the 

‘ever growing necessities of the rapidly increasing population of the 
« Territories.” As those necessities have still continued to grow with our 
population, and there is no substantial increase to the revenue apparently 
to be looked for, I fee] it my duty to call your attention to the absolute 
impossibility of supplying the ordinary services of the Territories with 
the means at your command. 

During the past few months, small pox, which has been epidemic in 
the States of the American Union immediately to the south of us and 
also in a number of the Provinces of the Dominion, made its appearance 
at several points in the Territories. Measures were taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease and I am happy to be able to inform you that it is 
being rapidly stamped out. 

The great losses to crops annually caused by hail storms, and the 
hitherto unsatisfactory systems of hail insurance conducted as a private 
enterprise, have led my Government to consider the subject ; and a mea- 
sure will be submitted to you by which it is hoped an effective and 
economical system of insurance against losses by hail, administered by 
the Government, will be offered to those wishing to take advantage of it. 

You will be asked to consider a Bill to amend and consolidate the 
law relating to Joint Stock Companies, by which a more simple and 
inexpensive process of formation will be provided and a more complete 
and comprehensive system regulating companies and co-operative enter- 
prises introduced. 

Legislation will also be introduced having in view the simplification 
of the law relating to the establishment and conduct of rural school 
districts and the method of assessment therein. . 

The desirability of the readiustment of the basis upon which the 
Legislative Grants in aid of Schools are at present made wiil be generally 
recognised, and propositions relating to this subject will be submitted to 
you during the Session. 

Your attention will be directed toa Bill enlarging the scope of the 
Public Works Department by providing means whereby roads at present 
impassable may be improved by a system of drainage works, as well as 
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simplifying and cheapening the manner of dealing with the vexed ques- 
tion of roadways. 

Measures will be submitted for your consideration amending the 
law respecting Steam Boilers, Liquor Licences, the Administration of 
Civil Justice, Villages and Local Improvement 

A statement of the Receipts and Expenditures of the past year will 
be laid before you. 

Estimates for the current year have been prepared with a due re- 
gard to the rapid growth and increased necessities of the Territories. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly— 


To these and all other measures which may be brought before you I 
would ask your earnest consideration, in full confidence that under the 
Divine guidance your labours will have beneficial results and advance 
the prosperity of the country.

3. To each district whose school attains a minimum grading on its 
efficiency in respect to grounds, buildings, equipment, government and 
progress, a sum not exceeding fifteen cents per day to be paid in propor- 
tion to such grading for each day school is kept open; and such grading 
shall be based upon the inspector’s report or reports as prescribed by the 
regulations of the Department. 

To each town or village district maintaining one or more rooms ex- 
clusively for pupils in standards above the fifth the sum of $75 per term

5. If in any district the school has been closed by written order of a 
duly qualified medical practitioner on account of the prevalence within 
the district of any disease the Lieutenant Governor in Council may, upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner, pay grants in respect of such 
days as the school has been closed but in no ease shall such grants be 
paid for more than thirty teaching days in the calendar year.

foe Lhe secretary, treasurer and teacher of every district shall at the 
end of each school term forward to the Commissioner such statements 
respecting the school and district as are necessary to enable him to ap- 
portion the grants to which it may be entitled under the Ordinance and 
such statements shall be verified by declaration and shall be in form 
prescribed by the Commissioner. 

8. For the purpose of estimating the grant which may be earned by 
any school on account of the attendance of pupils the average attendance 
for any calendar month during which the schoo] is kept open shall be eal- 
culated by dividing the aggregate days’ attendances for such month by 
the number of days school is kept open during such month ; the percen- 
tage of attendance for any month school is kept open shall be calculated 
by dividing the average attendance for such month by the number of 
pupils in actual attendance during such month; and the percentage of 
attendance for any term shall be calculated by dividing the sum of the 
monthly percentages of attendance by the number of such monthly per- 
centages of attendance. 

9. The board of every district receiving a grant under clause 3 of 
section 1 shall expend one half of the amount of such grant received in 
each and every year on the purchase of books for a school library and 
such books shall be selected from a list authorised and furnished by the 


Department. 
10. In all cases where two or more districts have entered into an 
agreement as provided in section of The School Ordinance there shall 


be paid at the end of each school term from and out of any moneys ap- 
propr aby by the Legislative Assembly for school purposes : 
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(1) To every district providing the means of conveyance for children 
from one district to another, the sum of 60 cents per diem for each day 
upon which such conveyance is provided in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the Department ; 

(2) To every district agreeing as aforesaid to educate the children of 
one or more districts, the sum of 4 cents per diem for each pupil in aver- 
age daily attendance who has been conveyed to and from or educated in 
the school house in such district in accordance with the regulations of the 
Department : 

Provided that the total number of days in each year for which such 
grants may become payable shall not exceed 210: 

Provided further that in case the number of children conveyed from 
one district to another in accordance with the terms of the agreement 
falls below an average of six for any term the grant payable under clause 
1 of section 10 shall be paid in proportion that the average number of 
children conveyed for the term bears to six :

That the total sum required by the Treasurer from the estimates 
submitted to the House to meet the obligations brought forward from 
1900 and to carry on the public service for the year ending 31st Decem- 
ber, 1901, is $589,120.25 and in addition the sum of at least $47,000 will 
be required for grants to schools (that amount having been paid out of the 
grant of 1901 to meet obligations of 1900) and a further sum of at least 
$11, 000 for providing aid to local improvement districts, earned in 1901 
but not provided for in Estimates, the total sum required to meet out- 
standing obligations for 1900 and liabilities incurred in 1901 thus being 
D647, 120.25. 

That in addition to the revenue for the year ending December 31, 
1901, of $413,000 as estimated by the Treasurer, the Lermtorves will on 
the lst day of January, 1902, receive from the Federal Government the 
half year grant for the six months ending June 30, 1902, (such grant be- 
ing payable half yearly in advance) amounting to $180,000, and if the 
whole of the local revenue for the year 1902 were obtainable at that time 
(which on the basis of previous years will not exceed $50,000) the entire 
revenue available on or before June 30, 1902, to meet the demands of the 
public service and to pay the obligations and liabilities incurred in 1901, 
amounting to $647,120 would amount to only $633,000. 

That the Appropriation Bill of the Dominion of Canada for the year 
ending June 30, 1902, has been passed and assented to. 

That the memorials from time to time presented to the Government 
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of Cunada by the Territorial Government and the personal representa- 
tions made by the members thereof, with a view of obtaining just and 
equitable financial assistance towards providing for the proper and effec- 
tive adininistration of our affairs have not resulted in securing sufficient 
additions to our annual grant. 

That the cost of civil government, legislation and administration 
of justice 1s rapidly increasing, the sum expended for these purposes in 
the year ending December 31, 1900, being $74,783.21, and the sum voted 
for such services for the year ending December 31, 1901, being $86,745.00. 

That in the opinion of this House it was the imperative duty of the 
Government to place before the members of the Legislature before the 
prorogation of the Parliament of Canada the fullest possible informa- 
tion as to our financial position. 

That we view with alarm the rapid increase in the cost of executive 
government in the Territories, and deem it inexpedient and unjust to the 
masses of the people in view of our financial condition that the salary of 
the members of the executive should be increased, and that the passage 
of a Supply Ordinance providing for the expenditure of the entire 
revenue of the current year and of upwards of one half of the prospec- 
tive revenue for the succeeding year is not warranted by our constitu- 
tional powers; is contrary to the principles of responsible government 
and in view of impending constitutional changes demanding the considera- 
tion of the representatives of the people as well as of the people them- 
selves, such a course is a menace to our rights and detrimental to the 
interests of the people and the future of the Territories.

Majesty’s illustrious mother in her dealings with the realm over which, 
under Providence, she ruled for so long a period, will guide Your Majesty 
during the many years we trust it may be the Divine will you shall be 
spared to reign over us.
